Expanding Trade.in- Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland 


(From the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Salisbury) 


HE RATE OF EXPANSION of the market in the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland is 

among the most rapid in the world. Imports which were approximately £26 million in 1946 

had risen to: £139 million last year and are likely to reach some £160 million this year. Big 
capital projects now in hand should bring an even greater impetus to deve. t. There is a natural 
preference in the Federation for British goods, and a new, Customs. Tariff, introduced in July 1955, 
improved the opportunities open to many United Kingdom firms. ‘The United Kingdom share ot 
total imports has,’ nevertheless, remained constant at about 43 per cent.—say some £69 million in 
1956. The Union of South Africa is the next most important source of supply, enjoying a share of 
some 32\per cent. of total trade; in addition to consumer goods, South,Africa is an increas- 
ingly important supplier of capital plant and consumable stores, for the mining industry. 
Competition from. the European continent:and the United’ States“has increased with ‘the recent 
liberalization of import control. 

The Federation is still ‘mainly a producer of raw Hy gk for export to world markets, and 
the’ future’ depends largely on the demand and prices*ot ea LAS, Materials. World economic 
influences have recently beeti favourable. In 1955. the price: of copper,,which accounts for much 
more than half of the country’s total exports'and is mainly produced in Northern Rhodesia, rose 
to. about £400 per short ton, about £100 higher than at the beginning of the year. bai hes talp bert 
of 1956 the price was even higher but sewene to £285 a,tem in. November..Last May, the chairman 
of one of the main copper, that £280 a ton was a reasonable price which would 
discourage competition by substitutes and “tt the CAS ae er ae eee oe eee 
even at £240 a ton the Federation’s copper industry might still make a before-tax profit of between 
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£40 millionand £50 million a year and export copper to the value of 
over £100 a year. 
Bp aap return from tobacco, produced mainly in Southern Rhodesia, 
next most valuable export, has also increased of recent years. 
Sales at the Sali Tobacco Actions which closed on November 6, 
reached a record of 172 million lb. in weight and £23-6 million in value, 
an increase of £2°5 million over last year’s total, itself a record. 


Steep Rise in National Income and Investment 


‘The rise in national income which has been a salient feature of 
the economy in recent years continues unabated. Tn 1955 gross domestic 
product: at market prices was 17-6 per cent. higher than in 1954, 
whereas the 1954 figure had been only 11-2 per cent. higher than in 
1953. Imports of goods and services rose in volume by 7 12 per 
cent. in 1955 (7 per cent, in the previous year), The volume 
of gross investment was over 24 per cent. higher than in 1954; invest- 
ment in mining and related industries has been at the rate of about 
£19 million for each of the last three years; investment by Govern- 
ments and statutory bodies increased by £8°6 million or 27 per cent. 
in 1955, and by private businesses and individuals (other than in 
mining) by more than £15 million or 40 per cent. 


Net inflow of capital in financing long-term investments in 1955 
was some £28 million, which was only slightly more than in 1954, and 
the increase in gross investment was financed mainly by a very large 
increase in savings, particularly in the form of undistributed profits 
of companies and statutory bodies. The increase in copper prices 
and the large volume of investment was accompanied by a marked 
expansion of commercial bank credit. Loans and advances to the 
public amounted to over £30 million, half as much again as at the end 
of 1954, and in the year the balances of commercial banks held abroad 
fell by £11 million. In the early part of 1956 these balances were 
further reduced, and in his Budget speech on June 28 this year the 
Finance Minister said: 

‘. . « im 1955 and in the early part of 1956 there were indications 
that our high level of imports was being financed too much out of 
short-term credit. The London balances of the banks in the Federation 
were drawn down by adler eee nace Ls Si tamale Paani ny nam 
toa gent of «ai overdrafts and credits by local companies from 
London and South Africa to the Federation.’ 


The drop in these external balances has been partly due to the 
effect of the credit squeeze and high interest rates elsewhere, par- 
ticularly in the United Kingdom and South Africa. Many United 
Kingdom and South African firms have recently required their 
subsidiaries in the Federation to obtain as much finance as they can 
from local resources. The control of remittances from South Africa 
has also increased the demand on local banks.

Developments in Southern Rhodesia 


‘The October Trade Review of Barclays Bank gives the following 
description of other developments in Southern Rhodesia. 

“For the vast programme of development which is envisaged by the 
Southern Rhodesia Government during the next ten years a major element 
of policy will be the encouragement of private enterprise, and some idea of 
the extent to which private enterprise has already responded may be obtained 
from what follows: 

*Timper: In the Eastern Districts of Southern Rhodesia, a total of 
£7,000,000 is being invested in the development of the timber industry. 

“Tea: £4,000,000 is being spent on the develupment of tea plantations 
in the Inyanga area of the Eastern Districts. 

‘Copper: The Messina (Transvaal) Development Companys‘ imited 
is spending £6,000,000 on the development of copper a 44 in the 
area around Sinoia. 

‘Aspestos: Near Shabani considerable sums are to be spent in the 
mext few years on the general development of the asbestos 
industry. 

*Lirnium: At Bikita £1,000,000 is to be invested in developing 
lithium mining. 

‘Tin: At Kamativi, about 35 miles to the east of Wankie, some 

3,000,000 is being invested in the development of the tin mines.

In Salisbury, 
for example, seven new hotels costing om £1} million are to be built 
during the next two years, while numerous multi-storey buildings are 
under construction or are scheduled for building in Salisbury and 
‘Bulawayo. During the year-ended June 30 last, building plans worth 
more than £10,000,000 were submitted to the Salisbury  Ciny Council + 
nearly twice the value of plans submitted in the previous year. It is 
perhaps significant that of the industrial stands now being sold by the 
Salisbury age any two in every five go to firms in the Union of 
South Africa, many of whom are eubsidiaries of United Kingdom 
concerns.’

materials locally and to manufacture consumer goods in the Federa- 
tion. In Salisbury alone, industrial building plans are being approved 
at a rate of £800,000 per annum. The relatively high volume of trade 
in consumer goods has so far been mainly supported by the European 
population which has grown by about 40 per cent. since 1951 and is 
now about 250,000. 


The Market among Africans 


The consequences of the increasing entry into this market of some 
7,000,000 Africans can be readily imagined. So far, a large proportion 
of the African population has lived on a subsistence basis outside the 
‘cash economy,’ but there are plans to invest large sums in converting 
the basis of African farming from a communal to a ‘Yeoman Farmer’ 
pattern, which should have big consequences over the next few years. 

In addition, the provisional figures for the 1956 Federal Census 
show that there are now over a million Africans in paid employment 
throughout the Federation — 600,000 in Southern Rhodesia, 260,000 
in Northern Rhodesia and 160,000 in Nyasaland. This number is 
rising rapidly. It is estimated that total African income has increased 
as follows over the past few years:

This year the figure may reach £90 million. 

Whereas a few years ago the African was a buyer mainly of textiles, 
bicycles, shoes and laxatives, he is now increasingly a customer for 
sewing machines, knitting wools, clothing, packaged foods and drinks 
(especially for infants), cosmetics, toothpastes, sanitary towels, soaps, 
household cleaners, kitehenware, radios, gramophones, records, 
footwear, medicines and some electrical appliances. 

A recent report, ‘African Consumers in Nyasaland and Tanganyika’ 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 12s. 6d.), says: 

"There was . . . a prominently held view, not only that the consumer 
goods which were being distributed failed to constitute -run 
inducements to the consumers to produce, but also that the distri 
was likewise failing to absorb in the short run existing accumulations 
of cash in the hands of the consumers; it was held, that is, that the

In addition, the liberalizing of import control by the Federal Govern- 
ment has brought a substantial increase in competition from other 
sources. Imports into the Federation from Western Germany, the 
Netherlands, Belgiurn, Sweden, Austria and Japan all incteased by 
over 70 per cent. between the first half of 1955 and the first half of 
this year — although their combined share of the trade was still only 
five per cent. In the samé period, imports from the United States 
went up from £3-1 million to £4-7 million (6 per cent. of total imports) 
mainly owing tO increases in machinery of all kinds. In 1955, the 
main foreign competition in the ‘metals’ group was from the United 
States. Germany was second followed by Belgium and Sweden. In 
drugs, chemicals and fertilizers the Netherlands was the latgest 
foreign supplier with Western Germany second. Austria ranked next 
to the United States as the principal foreign source for glassware. 

German competition is particularly keen in scientific instruments, 
cutting tools, photographic supplies and some items of capital plant. 
A German supplier Of a 250 tan Prost, for instance, recently offered 
not only to meet the United Kingdom price (despite the preferential 
tariff) but to throw in a free air trip to Germany as well. 

In cycle tubés, parts and accessories thefe is also increasing Con- 
tinental competition. Czechoslovakia, Holland and Western Germany 
are having considérable success with cotton and rayon piece goods; 
theif prices are very low and many buyers consider their designs more 
attractive for this market than those of the United Kingdom. A 
Polish Textile Mission has recently visited the Federation offering 
very low prices, but no import licences have been issued so far. 


The behaviour of German and other Continental firms in 
answering correspondence by return, supplying samples by 
air-mail, giving special attention to business visitors and so 
on, is often the subject of high praise, in contrast to com- 
plaints about casual treatment from United Kingdom 
exporters.

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itself. The Federation’s size is not usually appreciated: with an area 
of nearly 500,000 square miles it is ten times the size of England. 

There are often complaints about sales to the Federation being 
handled by agents in the Union of South Africa and even, with 

certain commodities, about sales in the Northern Rhodesia Copper- 
belt Her teyesty Nyasaland ‘being entrusted to firms in Southern Rhodesia. 
Good advice was recently given by the High Commissioner for the 
Federation in London who ‘warned British manufacturers to main- 
tain very close contact with their customers in Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land and keep a close watch on the changing requirements of the 
local market . . . He advised manufacturers to set up efficient agencies 
‘on the spot. Coverage based on the Union of South Africa was no 
longer sufficient.’ 

This is but a brief outline of some of the salient features in the 
Rhodesian market. That it is a growing one, and one which United 
Kingdom exporters must not overlook, is indicated by the tremen- 
dous achievements of the last few years. We have to compete against 
a widely held impression, partly due to United Kingdom industrial 
disputes receiving disproportionate publicity here, that through not 
matching increasing production costs by increased productivity we 
are gradually pricing ourselves out of world. markets, There is a 
tendency to look elsewhere for the future. Tastes in this new country 
are not necessarily identical with those in the United Kingdom. In 
these conditions, although we have so far maintained the lion’s share 
of the trade, complacency is extremely dangerous. Frequent visits to 
the Federation are strongly recommended as the best way of keeping 
up to date with eames and increasing demand. By air the journey 
only takes 24 hours. If you decide to come, the Trade Commissioner's 
Ones wilt be very ready to do all they can to help you.

hee Achievements of United Kingdom Firms 


The Board of Trade Journal proposes, as an experiment, to 
publish from time to time a list of important orders or contracts 
overseas for British goods and services. Earlier lists anpegred 
in our issues of November 17 and 24: another is below.

RECENT EVENTS in the Middle East have made us acutely aware 
of the very narrow margin on which we work where all supplies of 
fuel and power are concerned. We had become accustomed to. the 
fact that we, and the rest of Europe, would have increasing difficulty 
in meeting industrial fuel requirements, but.the sudden crisis in 
oil supplies brought us eoevenny to the realization that our national 
survival was in the 

For the first time since 1947 British industry faces the probability 
of a reduction in output because of a fuel shortage. No one at this 
stage can forecast how long the oil shortage will last but, even with 
the welcome addition of oil from American sources, we cannot hope 
to meet our normal requirements until the Middle East oil is again 
flowing freely. In any event, the oil which will come to Europe under 
the emergency supply arrangements may not. make any appreciable 
difference until well into the New Year. 

What, then, can industry do to make the best of this difficult 
situation?» For many years all;users of fuel have~been exhorted to 
use their supplies with ecofiomy and efficiency. Some of them have 
responded so well that they have achieved excellent results in fuel 
saving, with corresponding ‘financial. benefits to themselves. But 
others, even in this time of crisis, still seem to regard any action 
necessary as being the concern of the other fellow. What they, and 
every other fuel user, must now accept without question is the fact 
that every pound of fuel must be used to the best advantage. 


Saving Oil Fuel 

Industrialists using liquid fuel have already had their supplies cut» 
and though the Government is doing its best to ensure that there is 
as little disruption of output as possible, it may well be nécessary 
to make furthér reductions in supply in the future. How, then, can 
the oil user make the best of his supplies, and where can he turn 
for help if he runs into difficulty? 

In many Cases it will be possible to save fuel by using commonsense 
methods in running boiler plant. The Federation of British Industries, 
in co-operation with the National Industrial Fuel Efficiency Service, 
has published a pamphlet which contains practical hints on saving 
oil fuel: Copies are’ obtainable from 21, Tothill Street, London, 
S.W.1, and industrialists using oil are advised to get a copy without 
delay. 

The oil suppliers and the F.B.I. age ge services which are 
available to, industry on. application, Spouses 3 in Tet sea 
should be referred to the burner manufacturers, who 
to give assistance. 

There is, in addition, an organization which was formed solely 
to give advice and practical help to industry in the efficient use of 
all forms of fuel, heat and power. In May 1954 the National Industrial 
Fuel Efficiency, Service took over the fuel efficiency advisory service 
formerly administered by the Ministry of Fuel and Power, and since 
malonvel: pakspareistirs, enawign five dy picpry ter fern teh 
commercial and industrial users of over 100 tons of fuel per annum.

Cuts in Oil Fuel for Non-Industrial 
Heating 

DELIVERIES of gas/diesel oil and fuel oil for non-industrial heating 
were cut by one-third one-quarter respectively from Saturday, 
December 1.

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Contribution of ‘C’ Licensed 
Vehicles 


THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT and Civil Aviation announced on 
November 29 that the Government have had under examination the 
question of how, during the period of fuel rationing, vehicles operating 
under ‘C’ licences could make the maximum contribution to the 
saving of motor fuels. They have considered whethér a general 
relaxation of the provisions of ‘C’ licences should be made, but have 
come to the conclusion that at present this complete departure from 
the licensing system would not be justified. 

The Government is, however, most anxious that ‘C’ licensed 
vehicles should be eriabled to carry full loads and that pooling arrange- 
ments between groups of firms should be made possible. The Govern- 
ment is, therefore, asking the Licensing Authorities for Goods 
Vehicles to corsider sympathetically the issue of a short-term ‘B’ 
licetice to the holder of a ‘C’ licence to enable him to carry, in addition 
to his own goods, the goods of another or persons which 
would otherwise have been carried in a ‘C’ licensed vehicle belonging 
to that other person. To obtain such a ‘B’ licence it will, of course, 
be necessary to show that thére will be a material saving in fuel. 

Note: An ‘A’ licence enables the holder to carry goods for hire or 
teward only. A ‘B’ licence enables the holder to carry his own goods 
and also goods for hire or reward subject to any limitations laid down 
in the licence. A ‘C’ licence etiables the holder to carry goods in 
connection with his own business only. 


Effect of Oil Fuel Cuts on 
Industry 


THE MINISTER OF STATE, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, 
in Newcastle on November 30, said the cuts already announced 
in petrol in diesel and fuel oil would cause personal discomfort for 
all. They would affect industry, but they would not cause industrial 
dislocation. Nor need they lead to any reduction in British exports. 


The main effect of the shortage of oil on industry would be felt 
in the field of transport. But if there was good improvization, and 
Cae, ernie 6. ve). to, Ine ee wre ora em aye Tee 
causing damage to rts, and without causing gene to 
the level of industri uction.

Restrictions on Disclosure 
of Census Information 


To PROVIDE FULL SAFEGUARDS for traders, the Board of Trade 
have made an Order imposing restrictions on the disclosure of 
information relating to individual undertakings obtained at the 
forthcoming Census of Distribution. 

The Order provides that there shall be no disclosure without 
the written consent of the person carrying on the undertaking, 
except for the purposes of taking the Census or preparing the Census 
reports, or for the purpose of any proceedings for an offence under 
the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947. The restrictions imposed are 
additional to those imposed by that Act, in that disclosure to other 
Government Departments is prohibited. 

The Order is the Census of Distribution (1958) (Restriction on 
Disclosure) Order, 1956 (S.I. 1956 No. 1860). Copies can be obtained 
from H. M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and 
branches or through any bookseller (price 3d. or by post 5d.). 

Notes: Preliminary notification of the arrangements for the 
Census (which is not to be taken until 1958) was given in the Board 
of Trade Journal on November 17. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, told the House of Commons on November 19 that ‘the Order 
would help to assure everyone of the absolute confidentiality of the 
information supplied.’ 


More Visitors Came to Britain 
in October 


BRITISH TRAVEL AND HOLIDAYS ASSOCIATION figures show 
that in October 68,700 overseas visitors came to Britain compared 
with 62,800 in October last year, an increase of 9 per cent, 


The Association announces that visitors from European countries 
in October numbered almost 36; D, an increase of 9 per cent. over 
the figure for October 1955. rs from France increased by 
7 per cent., from 7,400 to nearly 8,000, and there was a rise of 11 per 
cent, in German traffic, from 5,200 to 5,800. Only Norway and 
Portugal of all the European countries registered slight decreases. 

United States visitors increased by 14 per cent., from 14,000 to 
16,000. Of these, 64 per cent. came by aif, 6 per cent. more than in 
October 1955. 


Visitors from the Commonwealth are estimated to have numbered 
13,000, an increase of 4 per cent. over last year’s October total. 


In the first ten months of this year Britain welcomed about 1,005,000 
overseas visitors, an increase of 7 per cent. over the 938,000 who 
had arrived by the end of October last year. This is the first year in 
which the million mark has been reached by the end of October. 


Big New Development in 
Northern Ireland 


Tue Mayor of Londonderry, Councillor 5. Dowds, announced on 
November 28 that the erection of the Du Pont neoprene synthetic 
rubber plant would of itself create substantial employment and when 
completed the initial labour force would be approximately 350 to 400 
men. The plant is expected to begin production by mid-1959, 

The company have taken land on the Maydown site in excess of 
their immediate needs and it was hoped that production would sub- 
sequently be expanded. It is proposed to build a new jetty to Lough 
Foyle which will also serve the proposed new power station of the 
Electricity Board for Northern Ireland close to the company’s site. 

The Minister cf Commerce, Lord Glentoran, said that the import- 
ance of the development lay in the fact that the parent Du Pont 
organisation was one of the best-known and largest industrial concerns 
in the world, and that this plant would be their first manufacturing 
unit in Europe. For this reason they could with confidence look forward 
to the further development of the large site the company were acquir- 
ing. The investment in the Maydown area on present plans repre- 
sented by the company’s plant and the Electricity Board’s power 
station was not known exactly as yet but obviously would total many 
millions of pounds, apart from any further development. The Electric- 
ity Board had worked closely with the Du Pont company on the 
arrangements to supply the considerable quantities of electric power 
and low pressure steam which their process required.

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Atomic Energy Research Ideas 
Outlined to Industry 


A CONFERENCE was held at the Atomic Energy Research Establish- 
ment, Harwell, on November 30, when members of the staff of the 
United Kingdom Atomie. Energy Authority described their work 
on advanced types of nuclear reactors to representatives of British 
Industry. The purpose of the conference was to provide a general 
account of the developments in hand. Over one hundred British 
firms and electricity undertakings sent about two hundred delegates 
to the conference in response to an open invitation from the Atomic 
Energy Authority. 

Sir John Cockcroft, the Director of the Research Group of the 
Authority, outlined the present state of the reactor research and 
development programme to the delegates, pointing out that the 
continually advancing knowledge of reactor technology would inevi- 
tably bring changes in emphasis and intention in the future. 

The conference itself was devoted to the discussion of papers on 
particular reactor systems under investigation. These were presented 
by the leaders of the research and development teams. During the 
afternoon, conference delegates were able to tour the Research 
Establishment to see some of the reactor development work going 
on in the laboratories. 


The papers presented were largely concerned with the later stages 
of the large scale power reactor programme outlined in the White 
Paper of February 1955. In his introductory talk Sir John Cockcroft 
outlined the principal objectives of each stage of the reactor power 
programme. The objective of the first stage of the programme is 
to reduce the capital cost of gas-cooled reactors by increasing the 
efficiencies and the heat ratings of these reactors. Fuel elements to 
withstand higher temperatures are being developed. These present 
problems which are mainly metallurgical are being vigorously 
attacked. The aim of the second stage programme is to develop a 
nuclear reactor with appreciably lower capital costs than the gas- 
cooled reactor. To achieve this, liquids may be used as heat transfer 
media. The fuel will be initially enriched with plutonium created 
in the first stage reactors, but after the initial charge it should prove 
possible to recycle the plutonium through the reactor. 


Mr. L. Rotherham read a paper on one of the possible second 
stage reactors, the sodium graphite reactor system. He said that 
the technical feasibility of this system was not in doubt but that a 
great deal of work remained to be done on the development of fuel 
elements, on the design of the heat transfer system and on protecting 
the graphite against the liquid sodium. The other system under 
study for this stage is the pressurized water reactor. 

The third stage of the reactor research programme is eohesened 
with the development of reactors with high conversion coefficients 
in which fuel costs are reduced to a low value. The high ratings of 
these reactors shou'd also markedly reduce capital costs. Several 
candidates for this stage are under active study, and were mentioned 
in the Authority’s second Annual Report. 

Dr. P. Fortescue gave an account of the work now in progress 
on the high tem: ture gas-cooled reactor. The aim of this system 
is to achieve 'y high temperatures of operation (700-800 degrees 
centigrade) by bey rt homogeneous type of fuel element 
in which the fuel and moderator are very closely packed together: 
possibly in ceramic type elements. In this way the heat transfer 
problem is eliminated. 

More development work has been done in the fast reactor field 
than for the other candidates for the third stage reactor. The present 
advanced stage of this programme was described by Mr. H. Cart- 
wright. He emphasized that although the Dounreay experiment will 
go critical in the first half of 1958, eS er Perens amen’ had

Sweden Impressed by Speedy Delivery of 
U.K. Export Order 


To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 

Sir, — One sometimes hears criticisms of United Kingdom firms 
for being unable to deliver to time, but Britain’s lace furnishing 
industry has just given the reverse side of the picture. 

Sweden approached a lace furnishing firm on November 15, with 
an order in the four-figure bracket for modern cotton nets. The 
customers wanted the goods in Sweden by November 30 at the latest. 

This meant the consignment had to leave England on the 23rd. It 
was actually away by November 21. At each processing stage all 
known speed records for such work were broken. 

The achievement involved priority manufacture in Scotland and 
despatch to Nottingham for finishing. On Thursday, November 15, 
the urgent call was phoned to Scotland. By Saturday morning the 
goods were in Nottingham; by Tuesday the 20th, they had gone 
through the finishing process and were baled, and on Wednesday 
morning the cotton nets were on the way to Sweden. 

There was an immediate reward for alacrity and enterprise: the 
Swedish buyers, so impressed by the courtesy shown and the business- 
like methods used, placed another order, three times as large, to be 
completed by January. - Yours, etc.

To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal, 


Sir,—- Mr. Richard S. Grover’s article (Board of Trade Yournal, 

November 24, page 1106), about his firm’s exports of pianos to highly 

competitive markets makes stimulating reading. What a pleasant 

change from the dreary catechism of criticisms of British exporters 

which so frequently appear in the press — to nobody’s profit, except 

~~ country’s competitors who are naturally quick to publicize our 
lures. 

The five points at the end of Mr. Grover’s article are most valuable. 
At the same time it is perhaps a little surprising that two markets — 
Canada and the United States - which most readily come to mind in 
reading Mr. Grover’s five points do not figure more prominently 
in the list of countries where Mr. Grover’s company has been 
successful. 

These two markets certainly fulfil Mr, Grover’s criterion of com- 
petitiveness. But what is more important is the virtual certainty that 
import restrictions will not be imposed, thus ensuring stability and 
continuity. On top of this they are both rich markets, with an ever 
expanding demand. 

In considering these valuable dollar markets Mr. Grover's fifth 
point is specially pertinent. The idea that they are ‘impossible’ is 
too prevalent. Nor would a visit to them involve vast expense. We 
know a small manufacturer w who spent three weeks travelling from 
coast to coast for £350, including ail his fares. 

British manufacturers and exporters have done a i 
job in North America, In 1956 they will carn $1,000,000000, tp 
direct exports — - far more than the Germans or any other European 
country or the Japanese. 

But great opportunities for sales are still there for the enterprising 
ae energetic ve apts as ig! like Mr. Grover, who has a

New Developments in Machinery 
at Smithfield Show 


THE SMITHFIELD AND AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY SHOW at 
Earls Court, London, this week filled the great exhibition hall to 
capacity with a brave display from all the three kingdoms — animal, 
vegetable and mineral — that it is designed to serve or represent, in its 
own special way. Not only was it visibly and audibly.a Mecea for 
farmers and horticulturists from all parts of Britain, interested in 
anything to promote home-grown food. The machinery exhibited — 
Sir William Rootes, chairman of the Smithfield Joint Committee, said 
before the Show began - is also exported to most parts of the world, 
and large numbers of foreigners came to see it. Physically and finan- 
cially, therefore, the Show contributes something vital to the country’s 
very existence. 

Tractors new and familiar were again conspicuous and popular 
exhibits. They underlined a trend to greater engine power, improved 
hydraulics, many refinements in driving and operating techniques, 
and improved safety. 

Confidence in the future of the tractor industry is shown by the 
fact that one of the largest manufacturers has had installed a £4} mil- 
lion plant to produce a completely new range of 37 b.h.p. diesel, 
petrol and v.o. tractors, with a potential output of 100,000 a year. 
Another has brought out a new 40 h.p. model. On these and other 
models increased horsepower means an extra furrow in most conditions, 
giving them greater scope and helping the labour problem. Hydraulic 
systems and crawling gears that lend themselves to more accurate 
cultivation will influence the future design of cultivating implements. 
Improvements in hydraulics that lead to quicker handling and turn- 
around were also noted. 

The live power take-off on tractors was a prominent factor in 
tractor design this year, and power steering has been introduced as an 
optional extra on one model. 

The diesel-engined tractor is still most in demand, but manufac- 
turers continue to build v.o. and petrol models, mainly for overseas 
markets. Though diesel tractors are still the most expensive, there is 
a closer relationship in price between these and petrol and v.o. models. 
Prices on the whole have been held steady in spite of rising costs. 

Among its lower horse-powered tractors the Show introduced for 
the first time a model designed for crofters in the remote parts of the 
Highlands and for small cultivators abroad. A 2-wheel 5 h.p. ploughing 
tractor, one of the models in a new range of 2-wheeled cultivators 
introduced for the Show, was designed especially to appeal to the 
overseas market. Safety devices exhibited this week include an 
ignition system that will not start unless the gear is in neutral, and 
improved braking on many models. 

Stationary engines for agriculture continue to multiply and new 
models could be seen on many Stands. They include air-cooled 
diesels in a 4 to 15 b.h.p. range, a twin-cylinder air-cooled diesel, and 
a 1} h.p. motor specially developed for agricultural use. 


More Mechanization for the Corn Harvest 


Machinery to complete the mechanization of the corn harvest was 
prominent. More new grain driers, grain handling equipment, and at 
least two new combine harvesters were exhibited. One novelty was a

Banking on the increased popularity of one-way ploughing, one 
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implement-maker has introduced reversible mounted ploughs of 
single and two furrows. 


A great variety of equipment has been introduced for grassland 
management, which is becoming of increasing importance in British 
farming economy. Modifications made to existing es acquire 
a new importance in the light of Government assistance for silage- 
making. New implements include haycock lifters, most of them 
designed for mounting on the hydraulic lift of the tractor. In this 
field the dual-purpose implement is but one instance of machinery 
designed to meet the pocket of the small farmer. 


Land drainage is claiming the attention of more manufacturers, 
and the Show had several new models of ditch-diggers and ditch- 
cleaners, Other new implements connected with land improvement 
included heavy cultivators, new winches, and a variety of angledozers 
and graders. There were also a number of scrub cutters. 


Manufacturers of spraying equipment are meeting the call for 
clean crops with new models of economical and efficient performance. 
Several new sprayers of 100-gallons capacity or thereabouts have 
been introduced. Innovations include a low-volume sprayer that can 
be used with a normal type boom or with wide-angle nozzles. Among 
developments in the mechanical distribution of fertilizer are a machine 
designed by a farmer to safeguard the ‘works’ from corrosive 
chemicals, another for injecting fertilizer solutions direct to the roots 
of fruit trees, and a 100-gallon liquid manure distributor. Several 
new tractor-mounted grass mowers were displayed. 


The Show opened on Monday and closed yesterday. 





Stocks of Manufacturing Industry 











Provisional Estimate of Smaller 
Increase in Third Quarter 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES from returns received from companies 
contributing to the Board of Trade’s quarterly enquiry into manufac- 
turing industry’s stocks, indicate that the total value of stocks and work 
in progress increased by about 2 per cent. during the third quarter of 
this year. This increase compares with increases of about 4 per cent. 
and 3 per cent. respectively in the first and second quarters of this 
year. The increase to the end of September this year was about 9 per 
cent. compared with about 11 per cent. during the comparable period 
of 1955. As there was no change in the value of stocks of finished 
goods during the third quarter and only a small increase in the value 
of work in progress, the increase in the total was due largely to an 
increase in the value of materials and fuel. While most industry 
showed only small changes in stocks, a large increase was reported rm 
companies engaged in metal man Ty evans abe Okada he 
iron and steel industry. 

These provisional estimates are based on returns from companies 
representing over four-fifths by value of stocks held by all 
contributing to the enquiry. Any revisions to these by al companies 
will be published shortly.

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Personal Export Scheme 
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Seasonal Rise in Sales to Overseas Visitors in 
Third Quarter 


More TOURISTS visit the United Kingdom in the third quarter 
than in any other period, and sales under the Personal Export Scheme 
during these months are at their highest. Despite the rising trend in 
the number of overseas visitors, however, fewer are using the scheme, 
although those who use it are spending about the same amount per 
head as a year ago. 


Visitors from each of the areas specified in the table below bought 


considerably less in the third quarter than a year ago and total sales 
dropped by 24 per cent. compared with the same quarter last year. 
Sales to Canadian and United States visitors in the first nine months 
of this year decreased by 38 and 29 per cent. respectively compared 
with a year ago, and purchases by tourists from O.E.E.C. countries 
and the Rest of the Western Hemisphere fell by 23 per cent. Sales 
to visitors coming from the Rest of the Sterling Area and Rest of 
World were down by 14 and 5 per cent. respectively.

Import Duties on Ferro-Manganese 
and Iron and Steel Products 


UNDER THE IMPORT DUTIES (Exemptions) (No. 11) Order 1955 
and (No. 8) Order 1956, the import duties on a wide range of iron 
and steel products are suspended until March 18, 1957. After consulta- 
tion with the Iron and Steel Board about the supply position, Her 
Majesty’s Government have decided to prolong until September 18, 
1957, this suspension of import duty on the same range of products, 
with the exception of tinplate and terneplate, upon which duty is to 
be restored after March 18, 1957. 


In order to ensure adequate supplies, the Government have also 
decided to prolong for a further six months until September 18, 
1957, the present suspension of duty on blast furnace ferro-manganese 
and colliery roof-support arches. 


Accordingly a new Order, the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 15) 
Order, 1956 (S.I. 1863) has been made and will come into operation 
on March 19, 1957. Copies of the Order may be obtained from Her 
Majesty’s Stationery Office or from any bookseller, price 3d. (by 
post 5d.).

Lace Industry Levy for Research 


THE LACE INDUSTRY (Scientific Research Levy) (Amendment) 
Order, 1956, was made on November 28, and will come into operation 
on January 1, 1957. The Order imposes levies designed to raise 
£10,000 per annum on the lace industry in Great Britain to finance 
the Lace Research Association. It amends the Lace Industry (Scientific 
Research Levy) Order, 1955, under which levies yielding the same 
amount are at present imposed. 


The levy applies to manufacturers who make lace, net or emboidery 
on any of the following machines: 

Multi-needle shuttle embroidery machine; Barmen lace 
machine; leavers or leavers-type machine; Nottingham lace 
curtain machine; plain net machine; warp lace machine. 

The principal changes under the new Order are to advance the 
base year on which the levies are calculated and to amend the rates of 
charge so that the total amount collected from each section of the 
industry remains approximately the same as hitherto.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday November 29 


Imports of Meat from New Zealand 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked what representations he had received from the New Zealand 
Government expressing concern at the increasing imports of Argentine 
meat into the United Kingdom. 

The President replied that the New Zealand Government had 
expressed anxiety lest increasing imports of Argentine meat might 
adversely affect New Zealand’s sales of meat in the United Kingdom. 
That was among the subjects discussed last month by the New 
Zealand Minister of Finance with United Kingdom Ministers. 


Motor Industry’s Export Problems 


The President stated that the Board of Trade was in regular contact 
with the British motor car industry about its export problems and 
those were discussed with particular reference to Germany in the 
National Advisory Council on October 31. The services of advice 
and information provided by the Board of Trade and overseas officers 
for exporters generally, and also the services of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department, were of course available to the motor industry. 

Asked to state to what extent the export of motor cars was being 
held up by the absence of available shipping, the President said that 
it was not possible to give any estimate of the effect which shipping 
difficulties might be having on exports of motor cars. 


Participation in New York World Fair 


A Member asked the President what assistance and encouragement 
was being offered by his department to foster the participation by 
British firms in the New York World Fair next April. He replied that 
all the usual facilities of information and advice were at the dis 
of firms considering participation. The Board of Trade would itself 
have a stand at the Fair. 


Friday November 30 


Textiles in Common Market 


The President was asked whether he had yet considered representa- 
tions about British participation in the European area of partial free 
trade from the textile industry in Scotland, in particular the manu- 
facturers of chenille, nylon hosiery, knitwear and shirts in Lanarkshire. 

The President replied that he had not received any representations 
direct from the textile industry in Scotland, but he had consulted 
and received representations from the main industrial organizations, 
which had analyzed the views of their member industries, including 
those of most of the main textile trades. He was taking these representa- 
tions fully into account. 


Monday December 3 


Export of Arms to Middle East 


Asked if he would state the value of arms supplied to Iraq, Jordan, 
Syria, and Lebanon, respectively, in the last five years, Mr. Low 
replied that it was net the usual practice to disclose the value of 
military equipment sold to foreign countries, but certain figures 
covering exports of both civil and military goods were published 
from time to time.

Tuesday December 4 
Metallized Coat Linings 


A Member asked the President if he was aware of the concern felt 
in textile circles at the claims being made in eh advertisements 
and elsewhere for the insulating properties of metallized linings for 
raincoats and other garments; and whether, in view of the details 
supplied to him, he would arrange for a report on the validity of these 
claims to be published by the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research in conjunction with the Medical Research Council. 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Frederick 
Erroll, replied that the President was not aware of any concern in the 
textile industry about this subject. He had studied the information 
provided, but did not think it gave grounds for asking the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research to make a report. 
Moneylenders and Credit Restriction 


Asked if the President was aware that his credit restriction policy, 
whereby deposits on hire-purchase specified items had been increased, 
was being ‘defeated by moneylenders who are prepared to advance 
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these deposits on instalments,’ agi d if he would take steps to.end this 
practice, Mr. Erroll replied that the Board had no evidence that 
moneylending as a means to facilitate the payment of hire-purchase 
deposits was taking place on any significant scale, but investigations 
were being made into certain transactions where loans were tied to 
the payment of deposits or advance rentals. 


Effect of Oil Shortage on Steel Production . . . 


Asked whether the President had concluded his talks with the 
Iron and Steel Board about the effect of reduced oil shipments on steel 
production, Mr. Erroll said that arrangements were being made for 
additional creosote pitch to be supplied to the steel industry to make 
up for the 10 per cent. cut in their supplies of fuel oil. The situation 
would be kept constantly under review in consultation with the Iron 
and Steel Board. 


«+» and on Chemical Industry 

To a question about the prospective supply position of those raw 
materials of the chemical industry which derive from oil and oil 
products, Mr. Erroll replied that no significant shortage was expected 
in the immediate future of the liquid feedstock from which most of 
this country’s petroleum chemicals were produced, although some 
reduction in supplies early next year could not be ruled out. Current 
adjustments in refinery production might lead to some reduction in 
supplies of gaseous feedstock. Reductions in feedstock supplies would 
inevitably entail some fall in the production of a range of organic 
chemicals. The Government were keeping a close watch on the 
position in conjunction with the companies concerned. 


Military Equipment Sold to Arab Countries 


Mr. Low stated that it was not the usual practice to disclose the 
value: of military equipment sold to foreign countries, but certain 
figures covering exports of both civil and military goods were pub- 
lished from time to time. ‘The figures relating to Israel and Egypt 
were circulated in the Official Report for November 22 and those 
relating to Iraq, Jordan, Syria and Lebanon, the previous day. He 
would circulate the figures for the remaining Arab countries in the 
Official Report.

Factory and Office Employment in London Area 


Asked what steps were intended to restrain the further growth of 
factory and office employment in the London area, ‘which was leading 
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to évercrowding of housing and other public services,’ Mr. Erroll said 
the President would cont: .we the policy of successive Governments in 
resisting, where he had tne powers to do so, the introduction of new 
industrial firms into the London area. Applications to extend by 
firms already established in the area would continue to be dealt with 
on their merits. He had no powers over offices as such. 


New Industries in Northern Ireland 


Mr. Erroll told a questioner that the Board of Trade were giving 
no financial assistance to encourage new industries in Northera 
Ireland. Financial assistance was given by the Government of 
Northern Ireland. 


Motor Insurance during Petrol Rationing 


When a Member suggested legislation to allow a statutory rebate 
of motor insurance premiums during the period of petrol rationing, 
Mr. Erroll replied that rates of insurance premium were not a matter 
for the Government, and in the President’s view it would be wrong 
to introduce statutory control. 


Guarantees Offered to the Public 


The President was asked if he was aware that many reputable 
manufacturers in different industries were concerned at the loopholes 
in guarantees offered to the public and at the way in which some 
guarantees were not honoured at all; and whether, as such cases con- 
stituted an infringement of the Merchandise Marks Act, he would 
undertake to prosecute where such cases were brought to his notice. 

Mr. Erroll replied that although he had seen some correspondence 
in the Press on this subject recently, he was not aware of any general 
dissatisfaction among manufacturers about guarantees offered to the 
public. Unless the guarantee constituted a trade description as defined 
in the Merchandise Marks Acts, there could, of course, be no infringe- 
ment of those Acts. If, however, the questioner would let him have 
particulars of possible infringements he would examine them. 


Trade With Roumania 


The President was asked if he would now make a statement on the 
trade discussions with Roumania, indicating the major obstacles to a 
commercial treaty. He replied that until it was possible to negotiate 
an acceptable settlement of our financial claims against Roumania, 
our trade negotiations with her, which were adjourned last August, 
would not be concluded 

The President was further asked if he would make a statement 
showing what trade exchange took place with Roumania during the 
year 1955-56 to the most convenient date, and giving the principal 
export and import commodities. He gave the following information:

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Seasonal Rise in Retail Sales in October 


RETAIL SALES during October showed a further seasonal rise, but 
the percentage increase over the same month last year (1 per cent.) 
was smaller than in September (6 per cent.). This was, however, 
very largely due to special factors in 1955 which led to an unusually 
high seasonal rise in October of that year, when there was a rush to 
buy in anticipation of purchase tax increases later on. These heavier 
purchases in October last year, which were mainly in the household 
goods and clothing and footwear sectors, also had the effect of 
bringing forward a certain amount of Christmas buying which would 
otherwise have taken place in November and December, and the 
smaller increase this October need not necessarily be regarded as 
indicating a downward trend. Allowing for higher retail prices in 
October, it is estimated that the volume of trade fell below last year’s 
level, after having risen a little above last year in the third quarter. 

Sales in clothing and footwear shops reflected the general trend 
for October, showing an increase of 1 per cent. over a year ago, 
compared with 8 per cent. for the July-September quarter. Once 
again this does not of itself represent a down-turn in the trend, since 
the value of sales last year was higher than usual, and very large 
increases in sales as compared with 1954 were reported. Prices in the 
clothing and footwear field continued in October at about 3 per cent. 
higher than last year, suggesting a small decrease in volume on October 
last year after the increase on a year ago during the previous nine 
months. 

Sales in household goods shops also showed a small seasonal rise, 
but nevertheless were 12 percent. lower in value than in the correspond- 
ing month last year, when there was the heavy forward buying in 
anticipation of the purchase tax increases already referred to. The 
sharp upward movement in October last year was particularly marked 
in this sector of the trade, where exceptionally large increases over 
the 1954 level were reported. With prices within this sector appreciably 
higher than in October last year, the volume of goods sold was probably 
not far short of one-fifth below the 1955 level; in the third quarter 
the volume was about 5-6 per cent. below last year. 


Department stores, a major part of whose turnover consists of 


coins and ait but which also have significant sales of house- 

old goods, reported in the value of sales of 5 per cent. 
ean the same piney a year ago; this reduction followed an increase 
of 3 per cent. in the third quarter. 

The value of sales in food shops in October remained fairly steady, 
being 4 per cent. higher in value than last year compared with an 
increase of 5 per cent. for the third quarter. Food prices also tended 
to show a smaller increase on a year ago in October than in the third 
quarter, the increase in October probably being about 1-2 per cent. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Clothing and footwear shops reported an increase in October of 
1 per cent. in value over their sales a year ago. This compares with an 
increase of 8 per cent. in the third quarter and 5 per cent. during the 
first half year. Since prices continued in October to be about 3 percent. 
above last year there was probably a small reduction on a year ago in 
the volume of sales in October compared with an increase on a year 
ago during the previous nine months. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that the value of sales of clothing and footwear shops in 
October last year, owing to the prevailing expectation of purchase tax 
increases, showed much more than the normal seasonal increase. 

The experience in October of retailers handling the three main 
types of goods in this sector was particularly uniform. Footwear shops 
reported an increase of 1 per cent. over a year ago, as did the group 
comprising women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear 
drapers and general outfitting shops, while the value of sales in men’s 
wear shops was only slightly less than during the same month last year. 

Independent and multiple retailers and also co-operative societies 
all reported very little change in their sales compared with October 
last year, and the commodity statistics furnished by department stores 
indicate that their experience was very much the same. 

The relationship to a year ago of stocks held by department stores

and certain multiple retailers showed only small changes between 
September and October. Stocks of footwear remained well above last 
year (by 20 per cent.), while stocks of women’s and children’s wear 
were also higher (by 5 pur cent.); stocks of men’s wear were again a 
little below last year. 


Household Goods Shops 


As mentioned earlier, the value of sales of household goods shops 
showed an exceptional increase during October last year, occasioned 
by a desire to buy in advance of the expected p tax changes 
which were announced in the Autumn Budget on October 26. Sales in 
this sector of the trade during October of this year, while still showing 
a seasonal rise, were accordingly substantially below last year’s figure 
(12 per cent. less) compared with an increase on last year of 1 per cent. 
during the July-September quarter; and allowing for the higher level 
of prices this year there was probably a decrease in volume approaching 
20 per cent. on October a year ago. There is evidence, however, that 
the high figures in October last year took place at the expense of later 
months and that in a normal year sales may rise by as much as a fifth 
between October and December. 

The most noticeable reduction on a year ago was in the value of 
sales reported by radio and electrical goods shops, independent 
retailers reporting a decrease of as much as 30 per cent. below the 
corresponding month a year ago, while department stores also showed 
a decline of 30 per cent. in their sales of radio and electrical goods.

Last year, however, it was in this sector that the greatest increase 
were reported, sales by independent retailers rising to 38 per cent- 
above October 1954 and sales of department stores by as much as 
65 per cent. 

Furniture shops reported a seasonal increase for October, but 
as elsewhere in the household goods sector the value of sales w a 
below that of October 1955 when trade was at an exceptionally 
high level. 

The kind of business comprising independent radio and cycle 
shops, cycle shops, perambulator shops showed a decline of 5 per 
cent. below the corresponding month of last year. Ironmongers and 
hardware shops (independent and multiple retailers only) reported 
sales of 6 per cent. less than last year, the first time this year that 
sales in this kind of business have fallen below the 1955 level. 


Miscellaneous Non-food Shops 


Although there was a small seasonal increase in sales in miscellaneous 
non-food shops as a whole during October, the percentage rise over 
last year was rather less than in previous months, being only 5 per 
cent. as compared with 10 per cent. in September and 8 per cent. 
for the third quarter as a whole. 

Sales in confectioners, tobacconists and newsagents shops, which 
have shown appreciable increases on last year’s level since June 
(reflecting in part the increased prices of cigarettes and tobacco), 
were a little less active in October with an increase on a year ago 
of 7 per cent. compared with an increase of 10 per cent. in September 
and 8 per cent. for the July-September quarter as a whole. Results 
reported by independent retailers continued to show a slightly higher 
percentage increase than those for multiple retailers. 
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Returns made by booksellers, stationers (independent retailers only) 
showed a fairly sharp seasonal rise though somewhat smaller than at 
the same time last year, and the increase in sales on a year ago fell 
to 5 per cent. with 8 per cent. in September and 11 per 
cent. for the third quarter as a whole. 

Sales in jewellers, leather goods and sports goods shops in October 
dropped tu 6 per cent. below the level of a year ago, compared with an 
increase of 4 per cent. in September and 1 per cent. for the third 
quarter as a whole. Trade in this kind of business, however, has 
shown throughout the year considerable variation from the 1955 
pattern, and the decrease in October is not therefore necessarily 
indicative of the trend, 

Retailers in the chemists, photographic goods dealers kind of business 
showed an increase of 5 per cent. over a year ago. This was slightly 
higher than the increase for the third quarter as a whole (4 per cent.) 
but less than in September (9 per cent.). 


Food Shops 


Food shops again reported a fairly steady level of trade during 
October, the value of sales being 4 per cent. greater than a year ago, 
following a 5 per cent. increase during the third quarter. Prices in 
this field also tended to show a smaller increase on a year ago in October 
than in the third quarter, the increase in October probably being 
about 1-2 .per cent. 

Sales by grocers shops followed the general trend in this field 
with a small seasonal rise, to bring the value of sales to 5 per cent. 
above October a year ago, compared with increases of 5 per cent. 
in the third quarter and 6 per cent. in the first half year. 

Sales in the greengrocers, fruiterers kind of business continued 
to be lower than last year, with the same decrease as in September 
(7 per cent.). 

Dairymen (co-operative societies only) also maintained a steady 
level of sales, the figure for October again being 7 per cent. higher 
than a year ago, the same increase as for the third quarter of the year. 

The main increase in sales in the food shops sector in October 
was reported by bread and flour confectioners, the value of whose 
sales rose to 12 per cent. above last year, compared with an increase 
of 6 per cent. on a year ago in the third quarter. This change, however, 
was very largely attributable to a general increase in the price of bread. 

Butchers shops showed a smaller increase on last year than in 
recent months, the increase in the value of sales being only 2 per cent. 
in October, compared with 7 per cent. in September and 10-12 per 
cent. in each of the three months June, July and August. 

For the second month running, off-licences reported an increase 
in sales corapared with a year ago, being 6 per cent. higher in October 
after a rise to 8 per cent. in September, following small decreases 
during July and August. 

Sales in the fishmongers, poulterers kind of business dropped 
very slightly, retailers in this group reporting an increase over 1955 
of only 2 per cent. as against 6 per cent. in the two preceding months. 


Notes 


(i) The kind of business statistics are based on returns from 
independent retailers (shops owned individually or which belong 
to chains of less than ten branches), multiple retailers (firms operating 
chains with ten or more branches), department stores and retail 
co-operative societies. For independent retailers, multiple retailers 
and general department stores the figures are based on the sales of 


coverage of these statistics and of the method of 
comp the index numbers were given in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 5, 1956.

Statistics of Commonwealth 
and Sterling Area Trade 


The 76th edition of the ‘Statistical Abstract for the Commonwealth 
and Sterling Area’ may now be ordered from Her Majesty’s Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 17s. 6d. 
(by post 18s. 9d.). 

This publication brings together in one volume the basic trade 
statistics of Commonwealth countries up to 1955. The imports and 
exports of each country are analysed, and in addition summary 
tables are given covering important aspects of trade and related 
subjects, such as production and consumption and world prices 
of major sterling exports. For the first time a table giving changes 
in the prices, volume and terms of trade of sterling trade with the 
non-sterling world is included. The value of the exports of the 19 
principal commodities exported by the overseas sterling area amounted 
in 1955 to about £2,500 million (nearly 70 per cent. of total exports) 
and the exports of each of these is analysed by currency area. 

For nearly every country of the Commonwealth full details of 
trading partners are given for the years 1952-1955 and these are also 
grouped to show the trade with other sterling countries, dollar area, 
etc. The analysis of each country’s trade by commodity is given for 
the years 1953-1955, and for 29 countries, representing in 1955 
approximately 75 per cent. of Commonwealth trade (excluding 
United Kingdom), it has been possible to compile these tables 
according to the Standard International Trade Classification. This 
information has been summarised with that of the United Kingdom 
under broad headings, Sections 0 to 9, and important divisions of 
each Section, e.g. textile yarn, fabrics, etc., base metals, machinery 
and transport equipment. The summary tables show that total 
imports of machinery and transport equipment into these countries 
amounted to £1,232 million, of which £191 million and £568 million 
were taken by Australia and Canada respectively, amounting to 28 
per cent. and 33 per cent. of their total imports. 


In the majority of the individual commodity tables main suppliers 
and markets are specified, thereby facilitating comparisons of United 
Kingdom trade with that of her chief competitors. Thus, imports 
of iron and steel plates and sheets into India have increased in total 
during the years 1953-1955 by over £9 million (174 per cent, and 
the United Kingdom share has risen from £1 million to £34 million, 
whilst that of United States has increased from {£14 million to £5 
million. Japan’s share, which increased by about £1} million from 
1953 to 1954, dropped by nearly £500,000 in 1955. 

For the first time tables are included showing exports of the main 
goods manufactured in Hong Kong, including cotton piece goods, 
clothing, gloves and footwear. Among the less well-known traders, 
it can be seen that the British Solomon Islands’ imports, consisting 
mainly of food and manufactures, are paid for by her £1-3 million 
worth of exports of copra. 


Many of the Abstract summary tables for sterling area trade are 
brought up to date every three months in the Board of Trade Journal. 





Electronic Computors 

The trend towards automation in industry has created a good deal 
of interest in electronic computors, which have been described as the 
‘brains’ of automatic factories. A new book, ‘Electronic Computors: 
Principles and Applications,’ published by Iliffe & Sons Ltd., Dorset 
House, Stamford Street, London, S.E.1 (price 25s., by post 25s. 9d.), 
describes in general terms the whole field of electronic computing. 


Both digital and analogue computors are covered, and comparisons 
are made between the two types. The bulk of the book is devoted to 
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describing their circuitry and construction, while their rapidly 
developing applications in industry, commerce and science are also 
outlined. Considerable emphasis is placed on the application to 
‘automation’ techniques in industry, and also on the use of analogue 
computors as simulators or ‘models’ of control systems. In the final 
chapter the future evolution of computors is discussed. 

The book is primarily intended for technicians, engineers and 
students with a knowledge of electricity and electronics, but it is also 
suitable for business executives and others who are interested in the 
possible application of computors to their particular problem. 


Selection and Training of Foremen 


Two officers of the International Labour Office, Messrs. Sven 
Grabe and Paul Silberer, have reported for the European Productivity 
Agency on the selection, training and status of foremen in Europe. 
They do not pretend to cover the whole of the ground: they are not 
concerned with averages: their aim has been to consider the best 
practices of the ten countries surveyed, on the strength of data collected 
from suitable firms and institutions, and supplementary information 
gathered from five other countries. The United Kingdom has the 
largest share of the chapter where the authors specifically study 
current form in the ten selected countries. They note that ‘more than 
in other European countries, the foreman post in the United Kingdom 
is part of a career.’ 

In a preface the Director of the E.P.A. warns readers against ‘the 
impression that the European situation with regard to the status, 
selection and training of foremen is good. Much hard work and 
persistence is needed if a satisfactory situation is to be reached.

Market-Research Methods in Europe 


The purpose of E.P.A. Project No. 261 was to study and report 
on the use of market research in Western Europe and to examine its 
possibilities in the contemporary drive for increased productivity. 
The report now published is by Dr. Clodwig Kapferer, Director of 
the Hamburgisches Welt-Wirtschafts-Archiv and Vice-President of 
the European Society for Opinion Surveys and Market Research. 
He examines the present state of market research in Europe and tries 
to show how, in one sort or another, managements may turn it to good 
account in terms of productivity and profit. A trilingual glossary of 
technical terms may help readers whose French and German are 
imperfect, and there is a large bibliography.

Recent Economic Trends in North America 


IN THEIR SERIES of short reports on economic conditions in member 
countries and North America, the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation have now issued a pamphlet on Canada and 
the United States. The period covered is the 18 months ending in 
mid-1956. Each of the two surveys begins with O.E.E.C.’s general 
impressions: 
Canada 

‘Since the spring of 1955 the rate of expansion of the Canadian economy 
has been exceptionally fast, following recovery from the mild downturn of 
1953-54. The rate of increase in physical production since the end of 1954 
has been roughly double the increases in earlier post-war years of rapid 
growth. This has been mainly generated by strong export markets and an 
enlarged investment programme in industries closely related to natural 
resources, such as mineral and forest products. These underlying forces 
are still present, but activity in some areas has been slowing down since 
early 1956, primarily because of certain shortages of materials and labour. 
Production in some manufacturing industries continues to be less than 
capacity, however, and agriculture is still declining in relative importance, 
although wheat exports have recovered markedly during 1956. 


“Total demand continues strong, with some moderate upward pressures 
on wages and prices developing. In view of these trends, as well as the marked 
rise in domestic demand for credit, the Canadian authorities have taken some 
steps to restrain demand by general monetary policies. No major adjustments 
in fiscal: policy have been made, but some automatic stability would be 
provided by a greater surplus of revenue over expenditure, since yields 
would rise if incomes and other taxable elements were to continue increasing. 


“The rapid rate of growth in domestic demand has been associated with a 
substantial increase in the balance of payments deficit and the large inflow 
of foreign capital. These developments reflect a tendency for domestic 
demand to increase at a greater rate than can be met from domestic sources, 
and an investment programme which both in size and composition involves 
heavy foreign financing. The long-term capital inflow and the balance of 
payments deficit have been roughly of the same size in the first half of 1956 
and differences in 1955 were offset by short-term capital movements. As a 
result, little change in the external value of the Canadian dollar has occurred, 
temporary declines for short periods in the latter part of 1955 being followed 
by some appreciation during the second quarter of 1956. Changes in official 
holdings of gold and United States dollars have also been minor.’ 


United States 

‘It is now evident that the declines in activity which developed in a few 
sectors of the United States economy in the autumn of 1955 — notably in 
automobiles, housing and the farm equipment sector — have not induced a 
general downturn. In fact, there is now a prospect of a more definite rise 
in business activity. During the first half of 1956, consumers’ incomes and 
expenditures have continued to rise and the boom in business fixed invest- 
ment has intensified. Prices have continued to move upward at the wholesale 
level, and recent increases in the cost of living are in contrast to the overall 
stability experienced in the past few years. Wage settlements in steel and 
other industries are also influencing the upward trend in final prices. In 
these circumstances, the monetary authorities have found it desirable to 
maintain a policy of restraint on credit expansion, 


‘Both external payments and receipts have risen sharply, reflecting high 
levels of activity both in the United States and in other countries. United 
States exports have been rising substantially faster than imports. Part of the 
increase has consisted of sales of surplus agricultural commodities which 
do not involve dollar payments, and part has been the result of a rise in 
private long-term foreign investment by the United States. Military ex- 
penditures and Government grants have remained high, and the net gold 
and dollar outflow from the United States, after falling in 1955, recovered 
somewhat in the first half of 1956. 


“Transactions with Europe still resulted in net payments to that area, 
although such payments declined through this period. Further steps towards 
a more liberal trade policy have been taken by the passage of a Customs 
Simplification Act, and by tariff reductions, within statutory limits, through 
the G.A.T.T. But there remains need for a more widespread understanding 
in the United States of the strong case for a consistently liberal foreign 
economic policy. It is essential that the progress already made towards 
balanced expansion of foreign trade should be maintained and extended in 
the present favourable economic conditions. The principal immediate 
steps which it is desirable that the United States itself should take are 
membership in the proposed Organization for Trade Co-operation and an 
expansion of overseas investment. It would also be most desirable for the 
United States to consider what can be done to allay the concern and un- 
certainty caused by the use of escape clause and anti-dumping policies.’

Egypt’s Sequestration of British 
and French Property 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE have now received a second French version 
of the military proclamations of which English translations were 
published in this Journal last week. This is a less corrupt text and 
in particular, clarifies paras. 13 and 19 of the proclamation on trade. 

The Board understands that the Egyptian Minister of Finance 
has stated that the sequestration measures which, he said, consisted 
of a trusteeship in accordance with international law, should not be 
regarded as an expropriation but as provisional measures intended 
to prevent British and French owners from being able to dispose 
of their assets. 

According to the Minister, the intention of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment was to take into account the blocking of Egyptian assets in 
London and Paris and also the damage arising from the action at 
Port Said, and to obtain compensation by means of sequestrated 
property. Assets remaining, after compensation claims had been 
satisfied, would be returned when diplomatic relations were resumed. 


Telex Service to Canada 


THE POSTMASTER GENERAL announces that a telex service with 
Canada, via the transatlantic cable, was opened on December 3. 


The charges are £3 for a call of three minutes or less and £1 for 
each additional minute or part of a minute. 





Exports of Cotton Textiles 
to Indonesia 


IN CONNECTION with the arrangements for exports of cotton yarn, 
thread and other textiles of United Kingdom manufacture to Indonesia 
under the United Kingdom-Indonesia Agreement of July 2, 1956, 
the Bank Indonesia has announced that the letters of credit opened 
by Indonesian importers will require the surrender of a certificate 
of origin issued by a Chamber of Commerce in the United Kingdom, 
in addition to the general shipping documents. The certificate should 
indicate that the goods in question have been produced in the United 
Kingdom itself, and have not been imported into that country from 
any other country.

Registration of Trade Marks in Denmark 
by Commonwealth Residents 


Under the provisions of a Danish Royal Order of September 14, 
1956, residents in British colonies and possessions are now entitled 
to apply for the registration of trade marks in Denmark irrespective 
of whether the mark has been registered in the home territory. 

It is hoped that a copy of the Order will soon be available for 
inspection. In the meanwhile a translation of the text of the relevant 
paragraphs can be seen in the Patent Office Library, 25, Southampton 
Buildings, Chancery Lane, London, W.C.2. 











Property Rights and External 
Debts in Germany

A LAW amending and changing the title of the Supplementary 
Federal Law for the Compensation of Victims of Nazi persecution 
of September 21, 1953 (Bundeserg wsgesetz) was promulgated 
in the Bundesgesetzblatt Pt. I, page 559, of June 29, 1956. 

Under the revised law eligibility for compensation has been extended 
in some respects and compensation increased in certain cases. Claims 
must be filed with the competent Federal German Compensation 
Office before October 1, 1957.

Remittance of Japanese 
Compensation Awards 


THE JAPANESE MINISTRY OF FINANCE has announced a new 
regulation concerning remittances of compensation monies and of 
funds restored to Allied nationals under restoration procedures 
in accordance with the Treaty of Peace with Japan. The new regulation 
applies both to British nationals and British-registered corporations. 

Where compensation monies or restored funds are lying in non- 
resident exchange accounts in the names of individuals or corporations, 
application for remittance of the entire amount can be filed with the 
Bank of Japan through a foreign exchange bank not later than the 
end of December, 1956. 

Applications will be dealt with in two categories: 

(a) If the amount applied-for does not exceed the equivalent of 

United States $10,000 per individual or corporation, approval 
will be granted for the total amount. 
If the amount applied-for exceeds the equivalent of United 
States $10,000, allocations will be made after the total of all 
such applications has been ascertained and the foreign exchange 
position taken into consideration. In any event, not less than 
the equivalent of United States $10,000 will be allocated to 
each application. 

This new regulation does not affect the previous ruling which 
permits remittance in full of compensation received in respect of 
stranded cargoes.

Austria and U.S.S.R. 


A PROTOCOL to the Trade and Payments Agreement between 
Austria and the Soviet Union of October 17, 1955, has been signed 
in Moscow. 

The Protocol includes new lists of goods for exchange which are 
valid from January 1, 1957, to December 31, 1957. In addition, the 
validity of the lists of goods attached to the trade agreement has been 
extended to December 31, 1956. Under the new lists, exports from 
the U.S.S.R. to Austria will include wheat and other cereals, coal, 
coke, asbestos, cotton, flax, furs, tin, manganese ore, aircraft petrol, 
various machinery, motor vehicles, chemicals, hair and bristles, tea, 
tinned fish and other consumers’ goods. 

Exports from Austria to the U.S.S.R. will include diesel tugs, 
water turbines, generators, diesel locomotives, food industry machin- 
ery, equipment for paper manufacture, machine tools, equipment for 
forging and pressing, ball bearings, medical equipment, vehicles, 
rolled iron products, iron and steel products, veneers, artificial silk 
fabrics, ship repairs and other goods.

Finland and West Germany 


A PROTOCOL valid from October 1, 1956, to September 30, 1957, 
to the trade agreement between Finland and Western Germany has 
been signed in Helsinki. 

The majority of Finnish exports to Western Germany will be 
covered by the West German free-list. Import licences for the follow- 
ing goods, which are not liberalized, will be granted by the West 
German authorities without quantitative restrictions: fresh and 
frozen salmon, live crayfish, red whortleberries and eggs. Other exports 
include paper and cardboard, seeds, pork and hard cheese. West 
German exports to Finland include: iron and steel products, various 
machines, chemicals, textiles and tractors.

10 million 
fixed for 1956 to £ Leb. 15 million for 1957. 

During the first six months of 1956 Lebanese imports from Russia 
actually amounted to £ Leb. 1-9 million and exports to Russia to 
£ Leb. 1-2 million. 


Anglo-Brazilian Payments 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL has authorized a further sterling remittance 
of £495,168 under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement of 
October 1, 1953. This brings the total of remittances authorized up 
to some £294 million and covers all applications for the remittance of 
sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and including 
October 25, 1952.

Marking of Imported Goods 


THE FOLLOWING CLASSES of goods have been added to the list 
of articles required to be marked with an indication of the country 
of origin on importation into Canada, with effect on and after March 1, 
1957: 

9, (26) ‘Towels, wash cloths and bath mats, woven or knitted. 

(27) Flashlight batteries or dry cells, of ‘all kinds. 

(28) Lithographed or printed metal screw caps, lug caps and vacuum 
caps for the closure of bottles and jars. 

(29) Sterling silver and silver plated spoons, bracelets, pins or brooches 
and enamelled emblems designed as souvenirs of Canada, its 
provinces, territories, cities, towns or other geographical 
locations. 

Regulations 

(26) Towels, wash cloths and bath mats, knitted or woven, shall be 
marked by means of a printed or woven label firmly attached to each article, 
and when imported in packages, boxes, or other containers, or banded, for 
sale in that manner to the ultimate consumer, the package, box, or container, 
or the band encircling the article must also be marked. 

(27) Each flashlight battery or dry cell shall have the name of the country 
of origin printed on the outer jacket. 

(28) Each lithographed or printed metal screw cap, lug cap and vacuum 
cap, shall have the country of origin printed on the outer surface. 

(29) Each such article shall have the name of the country of origin 
die-stamped thereon.

Sales Tax on Dunnage Materials 


THE CANADIAN Department of National Revenue has issued 
Memorandum No. 50c dated November 30, which reads as follows: 

“There appears to be some doubt as to the application of sales tax to what 
might be called “dunnage materials” and this instruction is intended to 
clarify the matter for all concerned. 

“The term “‘dunnage materials” is intended to mean those items used by 
manufacturers, railways or others for securing goods being shipped to 
prevent shifting while in transit. Examples of what is meant are such items 

as “‘hold-down”’ chains; drip sheets; Scrutan sheets; “‘A’”’ frame assemblies; 
per skids; black or galvanized sheeting; excelsior pads; wire; bolsters, 
jute, Hessian or other cloth or sacking; steel box bands and seals; steel 
tape or strapping; lining, sheathing, tar, wrapping or other paper, and 
similar taxable goods. 

‘You are advised that all dunnage materials are held to be subject to sales 
tax on purchase by licensed manufacturers or transportation companies.’

Consular Invoice Requirements 
Clarified 


THE STATEMENT that consular invoices had been abolished, which 
appeared in an article about the advice obtainable from the United 
States Embassy published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 
3 (page 916), appears to have been the subject of some misconception. 

The position is that, while the certification of Consular Invoice 
form No. 138 was abolished last year, this form is still required to 
be used when invoicing dutiable merchandise valued over $500. 
Shipments which are valued at $500 or less should be accompanied 
by commercial invoices containing an adequate description of the 
merchandise, the quantity shipped, the unit invoice price and all 
other information required in accordance with the Customs Regula- 
tions. 


A new Special Customs Invoice form will be issued at a later date 
but, until such time, the Form 138 should be used as mentioned 
above.

CHILE 
Free Trading Zone 


A NEW CHILEAN LAW creating a free trading zone in the southern 
provinces of Magallanes, Aysen and Chiloe was referred to in ‘Board 
of Trade Announcements’ on March 24, 1956. Since that date, a new 
import and exchange control system has been introduced in the rest 
of Chile (except the free zone of Arica) and this has resulted in some 
confusion as to the position in the southern free trading zone. The 
position has now been clarified with the establishment of an amended 
version of Law No. 12,008 (which created the zone) and the promulga- 
tion of Decree No. 7,880. In addition, the Chilean International 
Exchange Commission. have issued certain guneral rulings for the 
guidance of traders and officials. 

The main features of the free zone in Magallanes, Chiloe and Aysen 

are as follows: 

(a) The prohibitions concerning imports which apply in the rest 
of Chile do not apply and the only formality required of im- 
porters is to register their transactions for statistical purposes. 

(b) Exchange operations connected with the import and export 
trade in the free zone are effected through the free bank 
market. 

(c) With some small exceptions, imports into the free zone may 
not the total value of the previous year’s exports from 


the zone. 

(d) The amount of currency available for 1956 for imports into the 
zone is U.S.$5,688,300, which is to be divided among the 
provinces as follows : Aysen, one-third; Magallanes, one-half; 
and Chiloe, one-sixth. 


(c) There are arrangements for the import on a small scale of 
‘luxury goods’ (which are defined).
